Mrs. Dorland ob- 
tained Tree's revolver while the latter 
was sleeping in an automobile in front 
nf the home of William Sager, near 
lierc1, at whose home the party was 
being held, Borland's confession said. 
She gave the weapon to her husband 
;md he went to the oulomobile where 
the youth was sleeping and shot him. 
The body was found some time later 
by Myrtle Martin when sho went to 
find Lee and urge him to return to 
the party.

F, W. Taussig, Harvard professor

interests and he gave it as his opinion 
that a. member of the commission 
should be allowed to confer with any 
one but information gained should be 
submitted to the commission.

Professor Taussig agreed with Sen- 


ator Reed,, Republican, Pennsylvania, 
that it would be better if the commis- 
sion were non-partisan instead! of bi- 
partisan.
